Once again — as each year since 1939 — we are pleased to offer exclusively the finest 
of new fuchsia originations by well known hybridizers. 


The new introductions are listed alphabetically below. Price schedule is at the end of 
descriptions, page 4. 


BONNY BLUE (Hodges) — Double corolla of rolled petals a lovely medium silvery blue. 
Short waxy tube and broad white sepals. Sepals shiny white outside, pink at base; of 
crepe texture inside, with a light carmine flush. Large, beautifully proportioned flower. 
Good upright grower. 


CHEFFITA (Hodges) — Double corolla opens purplish, then turns to a rosy hue, with a smoky 
overcast toward the petal edges. Broad, outspread, deep pink sepals. Much like a larger 
Cherokee,’ on an upright, spreading bush or as a showy basket. Very free flowering. 


COCKATOO (Schnabel-Paskesen) — Originator’s description: A rose-red and white flowered 
plant that is a ‘natural.”” Without pinching, Cockatoo will produce numerous side branches 
festooned with large, crisp flowers. Tube and sepals are a lovely deep rose-red, the flar- 
ing double corolla is a clear white with bright red veins. Free blooming; small foliage on 
wiry branches. Can probably be made to trail but makes a splendid bush or standard. 
Remarkably heat resistant. 


DARK EYES (Erickson) -— Double, deep violet blue, the petals curled and folded to form a 
full corolla of distinct shape. Short tube and short, broad, upturned sepals deep red, to- 
gether with the rich corolla making a good color contrast. Medium low, bushy grower, 
free flowering. Beautiful corsage flower. 


GOLDEN GLOW (Munkner) — Single corolla and inside of broad and long outspread (3!2”) 
sepals yellowish orange. Heavy waxy tube and outside of sepals pale carmine with sal- 
mon flush. Medium large flower, good upright grower. Considerable more “yellow” 
than Mr. Munkner’s Orange Glow or other orange fuchsias. 


HARVEST MOON (Hodges) — Flat flaring single white corolla, heavily veined rose pink 
near petal base. Tube and long, broad, upturned sepals rose red. Prominent pistil and 
stamens. This is the first hanging fuchsia with a flat white corolla — much like a hanging 
Citation’ and just as free flowering. 


MAJOR BARBARA (Schnabel-Paskesen) — Originator’s description: “Major Barbara” is a 
plant of vigorous growth with arching branches. It can be grown upright or as a large 
bushy trailer. The pale rose buds open to disclose a double, multi-petalled corolla of 
light blue-violet, changing to a muted old rose as the flower matures. The blossoms are 
large, and the foliage is medium sized and typically green. “Major Barbara” honors the 
Salvation Army Lass and commemorates the work of the Salvation Army all over the 
world. 


PEARL LUSTRE (Schnabel-Paskesen) — Originator’s description: A large flaring ‘Patty 
Evans’ type trailer. The extra large pearl white, pink-veined double corolla of spreading 
petals is backed by lustrous broad granular pink sepals. White tube. Pearl Lustre natu- 
rally produces many pendulant branches with a continuous display of large flowers. Me- 
dium sized typical green foliage. Heat resistant. 


PINK GALORE (Fuchsia-La) Trade Mark Reg. — Double, long corolla a beautiful soft rose or 
candy pink; tube and long, upturned sepals slightly deeper pink. A hanger of restrained 
growth, young branches and leaves with reddish stems. One of the finest all-pink fuchsias. 


PINK JADE (Harry Pybon, Alameda) — For habit of growth one of the most promising fuch- 
sias we have introduced in years. Single flower similar in shape to the variety “Display,” 
but petals a medium orchid-pink with a distinct deeper glowing-rose border. Sharply up- 
turned sepals pink, tipped palest green. Very low, self-branching grower with many 
small deep green leaves and masses of medium sized flowers. Excellent for pots, tubs, 
planter boxes or low plantings in patio and garden of modern ranch-type homes. 


SHALIMAR (Schnabel-Paskesen) -— Originator’s description: Cannot be compared to any 
existing variety. Huge globular double flower. Dense corolla of pale lavender blue petals 
beautifully marbled with rose, attached to a broad base plate. Tube is white, as is the 
exterior side of the sepals. The inside surface of the granular sepal is palest pink blush. 
Medium to small sized foliage. Shalimar must be grown in a hanging pot as the weight 
of the flowers tends to snap the branches. Heat resistant. 


TWILIGHT (Hodges) — Double corolla deep blue, tube and upturned sepals softest pink. 
Corolla spreads out wide as the large flowers mature. Medium sized deep green leaves.

WHITE CAPS (Hodges) — Double spreading white corolla; pink tube and broad, short se- 
pals white, pink at base. Upright, well branched, medium high bush with good foliage. 
Medium large flowers, very free flowering.
